Lilies are benefited by shade about the roots and 
stems, but do not do well with shade about their heads, 
so should be planted among fairly dwarf growing shrubs, 
ferns or herbaceous plants to give the mature stem the 
protection it craves from the too great heat of the sun 
and to keep the ground around the bulb more or less cool.
